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NO  HARVESTING  IN  JANUARY 
THE  WEATHER  WON'T  PERmIT 

This  week  was  to  begin  the  harvesting 
of  the  1959  Sugar  Crop  for  Kahuku  and  93 
acres  of  Field  20  was  to  be.  taken  off  so 
the  field  could  be  producing  another 
crop  as  soon  as  possible. 

But  "old- man- weather"  would  not  coop- 
erate and  he  poured  down  rain,  making 
the  fields  too  wet  to  burn. 

Field  20  will  have  to  wait  and  be 
harvested  along  with  the  new  crop  when 
the  harvesting  season  starts  on  March  2% 

If  the  rains  had  held  off,,  the  plan- 
tation had  expected  to  begin  harvesting 
last  Wednesday,  Jan.. 14.  The  plan  was 
to  take  off  as  much  of  Field  20  as  pos- 
sible and  if  the  rains  did  start,,  har- 
' vesting  would  stop  until  Spring; 

The  195S  sugar  statistics  chart  on 
the  next  page,  shows  a  comparison  with 
the  Crop  of  1957.  This  year's  tonnage 
'is  smaller  you'll  notice.  Some  of  the 
cane  that  should  have  been  in  on  the 
count  did  not  get  harvested  before  the 
year  closed.  Remember?  There  was  a  su- 
"gar  strike  I 

At  •  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
'  171.20  acres  harvested  that  were  not  ra- 
tooned  and  11.75  acres  harvested  that 
remained  to  be  planted.  This  is  duo  to 
the  late  completion  of  the  Crop  plus  wet 
weather  which  retards  these  operations. 

These  added  harvesting  and  cultiva- 
tion expenses  will  increase  the  costs  of 
the  1959  Crop.

FOR  ALL  SALARIED  EMPLOYEES  W 

If  you  have  been  involved  in  a  dis- 
ability during  1958  where  your  salary 
was  paid,  you  may  have  non- taxable  in- 
come. 

The  Federal  Income  Tax  Law  provides 
for  certain  tax  benefits  for  employees 
who  are  paid  a- salary  by  their  employer 
during  periods  of  physical  disability. 

Under  this  law  any  salary  received 
for  any  period  the  employee  is  not  work- 
ing due  to  sickness  or  injury,  is  non-

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HISTORY  FROM  AN  OLD  f  3MR  . 

by  Dean  Conklin 
There  has  been  much  activity  of  late 
in  the  area  just  mauka  of  the  Plantation 
office.  Trees  are  being  uprooted  •'  and 
burned.  Before  long  sugar  cane  will  be 
growing  in  this  area  where  for  many 
years  lived  the  head  bookkeeper  and  the 
head  luna. 

If  this  land  could  speak,  it  would 
have  many  interesting  tales  to  tell  be- 
cause these  two  houses  were  built  when 
the  Plantation  was  started  way  back  in 
1889.  The  house  on  the  Waialua  side 
next  to  Dr.  Bridgeman ' s ,  was  for  many 
years  occupied 'by  the  R.  T,  Christoffer- 
sons  and  was  torn  down  because  of  ter- 
mite damage  shortly  after -R.  T. *s  death 
in  1935'. 

The  "  other  house  on  the  Laie  side, 
known  during  the  war  as  Red  Cross  Head- 
quarters, has  a  more  varied  history.  It 
was  a  typical  old  style  Plantation  house 
with  high  13  foot  ceilings  and  had  a 
veranda  running  around  three  sides. 

This  old  house  was  built  about  1887 
for  a  man  by  the  name  of  Mackenzie, 
whose  job  it  was  to  clear  the  land  and 
fence  it  against  the  ravages  of  wild 
cattle.  We  have  talked  with  Mr.  Macken- 
zie's "little  boy"  who  retired  on  ac- 
count of  age  about  twenty  years  ago*  from 
T.  H.  Davies.  Mackenzie  Junior,  recall- 
ed that  he  and  his  little  sisters  used 
to  jump  into  post  holes  whenever  a  wild 
bull  came  charging  at  them. 

Several  other  "head  luna"  families 
lived  there  during  the  following  years, 
including  the  Worthingtons  and  Flohrs. 
In  1908,  Mr.  John  Frederick  Janssen  and 
his  wife  and  five  children  moved  in  and 
stayed  there  until  1921.  One  of  ;  the 
sons,  William,  is  now  a  Vice-President 
of  the  Bank  of  Hawaii  and  the  other, 
Frederick,  is  Bank  of  Hawaii  Branch  Man- 
ager  at  Waialua. 

Howard  Parker,  who  was  carpenter  boss 
and  married  to  VJilhemina  Janssen,  moved 
into  the*  vacated  house.  He  lived  there 
for  about  two  years  and  was  succeeded  in 
1923  by  Dean  Conklins.  Lloyd  and  Daral 
wore  born  there  and  in  succeeding  years 
spent  many  happy  days  playing  in  the 
yard  and  climbing  all  the  tall  trees. 

The:  house  became  vacant  again  in  1938 
and  John  Kramer,  an  Engineer,  moved  in. 
The  Hay  Woolloys  were  the  next  on  the 
list  and  proved  to  be  the  Last  occu- 


pants . 

During  the  war  this  old  Plantation 
house  and  yard .were  used  for  military 
purposes  and  ;fpr  the  Red  Cross.  Finally 
about  1950',  old  age  and  termites  took 
complete  control  and  the  house  was 
•burned. 

editor's  note:  The  Editor  believes 
this  -is  the  truth,  nothing  but  the  truth 
but  not  the -whole  truth.  Dean,  you  for- 
got one  group  of  occupants  of  this  old 
house, • 

During  the  war  or  just  following  it, 
this  house  was  used  as  quarters  for  some 
of  the  teachers  .who  wouldn't  fit  into 
the  quarters  provided  on  the  campus. 

There  were  some  men  teachers  whose 
names  I  have,  forgotten,  but  I  do  remem- 
ber that  Mr.  Gerald  Erwin,  Music  Super- 
visor for  the  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction, and.  his  wife,  Mary,  lived  in  .  . 
the  empty,  'dining  room  and  the  kitchen. 
He  was  our  school  band  andi chorus  teach-, 
er  at  the  time.

ing one  hundred  dollars."

STOP  THAT  SENATE  BILL  59 

by  James  F.  Morgan  Jr. 
Unemployment  Compensation  given  to 
people  who  lose  their  jobs  is  paid  for 
by  the  employers.  Each  company  is  tax- 
ed  according  to  its  payroll. 

Hawaii  is  the  only  State  in  the  Union 
where  full  time  agricultural  workers 
have  the  benefits  of  unemployment  com- 
pensation. The  law  which  provides  these 
benefits  was  supported  by  the  Sugar  Plan- 
tations, the  Pineapple  Plantations,  the 
Ranches,  and  other  farmers  in  Hawaii. 

The  1959  Legislature  has  before  it 
proposals  that  would  extend  these  bene- 
fits to  seasonal  or  temporary  employees. 
In  other  words,  the  law,  as  proposed, 
would  tell  an  agricultural  employer  af- 
fected by  the  law,  "If  you  give  an  unem- 
ployed person  several  months  work  on  a 
farm  as  a  seasonal  employee  during  the 
year,  then  you  must  give  him  extra  pay- 
ments (through  the  unemployment  insur- 
ance program)  when  the  job  is  done." 

The  employer  has  not  increased  unem- 
ployment because  he  has  hired  men  from 
the  ranks  of  the  unemployed  for  a  temp- 
orary period.  The  unemployed  person 
knows  that  he  is  being  offered  temporary 
employment  before  he  accepts  the  work. 

In  the  past,  Kahuku  has  hired  tempor- 
ary employees  to  help  us  over  our  peak 
periods  when  it  was  necessary  to  keep 
our  operations  on  schedule  to  maintain 
our  maximum  yields.  By  hiring  these 
people  on  a  temporary  basis,  we  have 
been  able  to  supply  better  work  oppor- 
tunity to  our  regular  employees  in  the 
off  season  and  slack  periods. 

The  Pineapple  Plantations  are  the 
largest  users  of  seasonal  employees,  and 
their  costs  would  go  up  an  estimated  to- 
tal of  £317,000  per  year.  Since  the  a- 
mount  they  would  be  paying  into  the  fund 
would  not  cover  the  estimated  require- 
ments of  from  *1, 000, 000  to  ^2,000,000

Harvesting  began  on  lviarch  23rd  in 
Field  20.  This  cane  is  a  carry  over 
from  the  1958  crop.  Juices  appeared 
better  than  expected  though  cane  tonnage 
was  lighter  than  estimated. 

A  new  system  of  brooming  the  cane  is 
being  tried  to  keep  men  working  at  a 
safe  distance  from  the  equipment, 

Ten  acres  of  cane  land  has  been  plant- 
ed in  areas  that  had  not  been  used  be- 
fore or  had  not  been  in'  cane  for"  several 
years . 

Dry  weather  has  made  our  pumps  work 
at  capacity  pumping, 

V.eed  spray  gangs  have  been  keeping  up 
well  with  their  schedules  but  with  har- 
vestin ;  of  the  crop. and  increased  areas 
to  be  weeded,  the  gang  will  be  hard 
pressed  to  keep  on  schedule. 

After  difficulty  with  timing  of  the 
mill  engine  was  corrected  on  the  first 
afternoon,  work  has  been  smooth.  The 
new  automatic  boiling  device  installed 
on  Ho.  1  Pan  has  been  working  very  well 
and  should  help  insure  a  consistent 
quality _ of  production. 

Last  month  was  the  driest  March  we 
have  recorded  since  1926  and  gives  the 
driest  first  quarter  since  1926.

unemployment  compensation  the  seasonal 
employees  would  be  paid,  other  companies 
would  have  to  increase  their  payments. 

Using  our  1957  figures  when  we  hired 
temporary  workers,  we  would  have  had  to 
pay  almost  <ip9,000  extra  into  the  fund 
over  and  above  the  wages  these  people 
earned  if  the  law  had  been  in  effect  at 
the  time. 

Increasing  the  cost  of  doing  business 
in  this  unreasonable  manner  is  not  only 
a  hardship  on  businesses' already  estab- 
lished in  Hawaii,  but  also  would  dis- 
courage new  businesses  from  coming  to 
Hawaii/  There  has  been  a  lot  of  talk 
about  the  tourist  and'  industrial  expan- 
sion that  will  bring  more  employment  and 
more  money  to  the  new  State  of  Hawaii. 
"It  is  better  to  in'crsase  the  welfare  of 
the  community  by  increasing  job  oppor- 
tunities, and  hot  by  increasing  and  ex- 
tending unemployment  compensation. 

'Everyone  of  us  should  be  concerned  by 
Senate,  Bill  59,  and  should  ask  the  House 
of  Representatives  to  defeat  this  bill.

Two  years  . ago  we  obtained  from  Ewa 
Plantation' Co . ,  two  dozen  fresh  water 
fish  called  Tilapia,  for  a  special  job- 
that  is  .  to  keep  our  drain  ditches  free 
of  their  favorite  food,  aquatic  limu. 

Tilapia  are  .prolific  reproducers.  Be- 
cause of  this  fact,,  in  the  two  years  we 
have  planted  them  in  many  of  our  drain 
ditches. 

Today  we  find  in  those  ditches,  where 
these  fish  are  abundant,  free  flowing 
water  with  little  obstructing  limu* 

There  are  more  aquatic  weeds  to  be 
cleaned  up  by  these  voracious  fish. 

The  day  .will  come  when  these  ditches 
will  be  overstocked.  Then  through  an- 
nouncement, we  '  shall  welcome  all.  you 
sporting  fishermen  to  fish  'with  poles 
and  hooks,  (not  nets).

One  of  the  recent  changes  in  the  So- 
cial Security  law  permits  payment  of 
benefits  to  some  disabled  persons  who 
had  not  been  dovered  in  the  period  just 
before  they  became  disabled,  according 
to  Edward  H.  Ichiyama  of  the  Honolulu 
Social  Security  office.  ■ 

•The  disabled  worker  must  have  worked 
on  jobs  covered  by  Social  Security  at 
least  five  years  out  of  the  10  years 
just  before  he  became  disabled,  but  no 
longer  does  a  year  and  a  half  of  the 
covered  work  have  to  have  been  during 
the  three-year  period  just  before  the 
disability  began.

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™:  WORLD  SUGAR  PEOPLE  VISIT  KAHUKU

It  was  a  linguist's  paradise  here  at 
Kahuku  last  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  when 
the  delegates  to  the  Tenth  Congress  of 
.the  International  Society  of  Sugar  Cane 
Technologists  visited  the  Plantation. 

Areas  from  almost  the  entire  Sugar 
Cane  growing  world  were  represented  here 
in  the  two  days .  Though  their  time  here 
was  limited  to^  about  two  hours,  they 
showed  a  keen  interest  in  our  operations 
and  living  conditions,  and  fired  an  end- 
less  barrage  of  questions  at  our  guides. 

THE  FEMININE  TOUCH 

After  visiting  the  demonstrations 
w.  that  were  arranged  at  Kahuku,  they  gath- 
ered at  the  Club  House  for  refreshments. 
The  women  who  helped  with  the  refresh- 
ments did  a  wonderful  job,  and  I'm  sure 
found  the  experience  very  rewarding. 

On  Wednesday,  we  had  an  added  attrac- 
tion, a  hula  performance,  put  on  by  Mary 
Jean  PerreAra,  Gail Nakamura,  Helen  San- 
jume,  and  Maryette  Tejada,  students  of 
Mrs.  Zuttermeister. 

REPLANT  TRACTOR 

We  can  be  very  proud  that  we  were 
able  to  show  these  delegates  three  oper- 
ations which  were  originated  and  devel- 
oped here  at  our  Plantation. 

In  the  field  we  demonstrated  the  re- 
plant tractor  which  is  operated  by  a 
driver  and  two  helpers.  The  helpers 
drop  seed  into  holes  made  in  the  soil  by 
air  driven  plows.  They  also  cover  the 
seed  with  similar  equipment  in  almost 
the  same  operation.  With  these  three 
men  we  are  able  to  replant  the  same  area 
as  six  men  normally  do,  without  it. 
Though  this  machine  can  only  operate  on 
our  more  level  ground,  it  saves  us  many 
man-hours  each  year,

AUTOMATIC  BOILING  DEVICE 


The  third  original  development  is  the 
automatic  boiling  device  which  feeds  the 
pans  continuously  and  automatically  in  a 
predetermined  time  and  to  a  predeter- 
mined boiling  point.  This  system  is 
foolproof  and  relieves  the  sugar  boiler 
from  a  lot  of  detailed  and  frequent 
checking.  A  patent  for  this  equipment 
has  been  applied  for  to  protect  the  in- 
terests  of  the  Hawaiian  Sugar  Industry.

PLAMTATION  WORK  PROGRESS 

LAWNS  SEEM  pretty  dry,  but  there  has 
been  more  rain  this  April  than  in  April 
of  1958.  Temperatures  have  been  higher 
this  year  than,  last. 

This  hot  dry  weather  has  helped  har- 
vesting. Cane  tonnage  has  been  low  but 
juices  have  been  good  enough  to  put  us 
15,479  tons  of  sugar  over  the  estimate. 

THE  NEW  RAKE  tractor  purchased  this 
year  is  performing  well.  Field  work  is 
oh  schedule.  Small  areas  adjoining  pre- 
sent fields  have  been  cleared  and  pre- 
pared for  Planting. 

IRRIGATION  HAS  been-  heavy  because  of 
the  dry  weather,  Large  concrete  flumes 
and  some  aluminum  flumes  have  been  in- 
stalled. It  is  cheaper  to  put  these  in 
now  than  to  wait  till  the  next  planting 
time  for  these  fields. 

WEEDS  HAVE  been  a  problem,  but  are 
well  under  control.  A  new  herbicide, 
"Sirnazin"  is  being  tried  and  seems  very 
effective. 

THE  GRINDING  rate  of  the  Factory  is 
considerably  better  than  last  year.  Su- 
gar quality  has  been  excellent. 

A  CANE  FIRE  along  Sacred  Falls  road 
was  put  out  after  8  acres  had  burned. 
Harvesting  was  started  the  next  day. 
Juices  were  good* 

STARTING  MAY  13,  the  mill  will  be 
shut  down  during  the  day  shift  each  Wed- 
nesday for  repairs. 

THE  HSPA  and  Plantation  have  planted 
new  varieties  of  cane  for  testing  in 
Field  6C,  If  they  show  up  well  here,  we 
will  have  the  first  chance  to  spread 
them, 

ONE  OF  THE  TWO  new  service  trucks  has 
arrived.  Now  there  will  be  one  truck 
for  fuel  and  one  for  servicing,  which 
will  give  more  flexibility.

DEPENDENTS  OF  DISABLED- WORKERS" 

Edward  H.  Ichiyama  of  the  Honolulu 
Social  Security  office,  announced  that 
applications  for  benefits  are  now  being 
taken  from  eligible  dependents  >of  dis- 
abled workers. 

The  1958  amendments  to  the  Social  Se- 
curity Law  have  made  it  possible  for 
members  of  a  disabled  worker's  family  to 
receive  benefits  if  the  worker  himself 
is  receiving  Social  Security  disability 
benefits.  The  dependents  who  are  now 
eligible  for  monthly  benefits  are  unmar-.-. 
ried  children  who  are  under  18  or  dis- 
abled, a  wife  who  has  such  a  child  in 
her  care  or  who  is  62,  and  a  dependent 
husband  age  65. 

Since  July,  1957*  monthly  benefits 
have  been  payable  to  a  qualified  dis- 
abled worker  at  age  50.  Benefits  to  his 
■  eligible  dependents  were  payable  for  the 
first  time  for  the  month  of  Sept.,  1958. 

Mr.  Ichiyama  emphasized  that  it  is 
necessary  for  these  newly  eligible  de- 
pendents' to  file  an  application  for  the 
benefits.  They  are  not  automatic.  For 
information  or  assistance  in  claiming 
benefits,  call  at  your  Social  Security- 
office,

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COCONUT  LEAF  ROLLERS 


by  Thomas  Nakayama 

'Kahuku  Town,  noted  for  its  beautiful 
coconut  trees >  has  somewhat  taken-  on  a 
gruesome  picture  in  the  past  month.  The 
green-leaved  trees  have  become  yellow 
and  brown  with  only  the  leaf  mid- rib 
showing. 

This  phenomenon  is  caused  by  the  in- 
sect known  as  the  Coconut  Leaf  Roller, 
It  is  similar  to  the  sugar  cane  Leaf 
Roller. 

The  cycle  starts  with  the  3/4"  grey 
moth,  which  many  of  you  have  seen  flying 
around  recently,  laying  its  eggs  under 
the  coconut  leaves.  These  eggs  later 
hatch  into  little  worms  which  feed  on 
the  tender  part  of  the  leaves.  This  is 
why  today  you  will  see  only  mid-ribs  or 
a  few  blocks  of  dried  brown  part  of  the 
leaf  attached  to  the  mid-rib  here  and 
there. 

This  situation  has  occurred  in  past 
years,  but  never  as  prominently  as  this 
year.  . 

There  is  nothing. much  we  humans  can 
do.  The  leaf  roller  parasite,  a  wasp 
which  lays  its  eggs  in  the  moth  eggs,  is 
quite  prevalent,  and  doing  a  man  sized 
job  of  eradication.  So  in  a  few  months 
»we  will  have  our  normal-  green  coconut 
trees  again.

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EFFECTS  OF  STRIKE  FELT 
AS  SUGAR  YIELDS  FALL 

by  James  F.  Morgan  Jr. 

On  Tuesday  the  Manager  presented  the 
annual  report  of  the  Kahuku  Plantation 
Company  to  the  employees.  As  in  the 
past,  this  talk  was  given  in  the  Kahuku 
Theatre,  and  held  in  three  groups.  The 
first  group  met  at  6:00  a.m.,  the  second 
at  7:00  a.m.,  and  the  third  at  3:00  p.m. 

To  commemorate  the  first  year  of  the 
Plantation's  history  without  a  lost  time 
accident,  a  key  chain  vdth  a  replica  of 
the  plaque  presented  to  the  Plantation 
by  the  National  Safety  Council  was  given 
%  to  each  employee.  This  key  , chain  is. a 
personal  reminder  of  a  job  well  done. 
Only  through  the  efforts  of  all  employ- 
ees to  make  their  daily  work  safer  by 
developing  safe  work  habits  could  this 
record  be  established. 

That's  Where  The  Money  Goes 

The  men  were  shown  by  charts  and 
graphs  where  the  Plantation  gets  its 
money,  and  how  that  money  is  distributed. 
As  might  be  expected,  most  of  the  income 
was  from  the  sale  of  sugar  (86%)  and  mo- 
lasses (k%) •  The  other  10$  was  from 
subleases,  dividends  in  other  companies, 
and  the  Sugar  Compliance  Payment. 

Wages  and  salaries  (42$)  make  up  the 
largest  part  of  the  money  paid  out.  with 
materials  (21$),  marketing  (12$)  and 
other  employee  benefits  (8$)  being  the 
other  large  percentages.  Kent  amounted 
to  4$,  depreciation  7$,  and  taxes  3$. 
The  smallest  parts  of  all  are  dividends 
'  to  stockholders  (2$)  and  money  retained 
in  business  (l$). 

Costs  Rise  Higher  Than  Pricus 

One  of  the  largest  problems  the  Plan- 
tation faces  is  an  almost  level  total 
income  which  has  to  be  balanced  against 
steadily  rising  costs.  The  price  per 
ton  of  sugary  though  the  highest  since

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REPORT  FROM  PLANTATION  OFFICE 

The  Sugar  Yield  from  completed  fields 
to  date,  has  remained  slightly  above  the 
estimate  of  20*55  tons  of  sugar. 

Though  the  cane  tonnage  has  been  be- 
low estimate,  juice  quality  has  been  a 
little  better  than  expected. 

Field  26,  uncompleted,  looks  like  it 
v/ill  give  a  loss  of  approximately  100 
tons.  Below  is  a  comparison  between  Es- 
timate and  Actual  on  21  acres  harvested 
so  far.

About  6.00  acres  of  new  land  next  to 
Field  29- A  have  been  planted. 


Pump  5  wells  have  been  shut  down  from 
time  to  time  in  order  to  prevent  contam- 
inating these  wells  permanently.  Dry 
weather  has  increased  the  salt  content 
problem  here. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  mill  wash 
water,  which  is  now  pumped  out  to  sea, 
can  be  pumped  over  to  Pump  5.  Prelimin- 
ary data  looks  encouraging. 


Because  cane  has  been  lighter  than 
expected,  mill  repairs  and  cleaning  ev- 
aporators are  being  done  on  Monday  morn- 
ings on  straight  time.  This  action  will 
continue  as  long  as  we  continue  to  oper- 
ate ahead  or  on  schedule. 


For  three  weeks,  Magnesium  Oxide  to 
control  acidity  of  juice  was  used  in 
place  of  lime.  This  resulted  in  an  al- 
most negligible  amount  of  scale  deposit- 
ed, and  evaporator  cleaning  has  been  un- 
necessary for  this  period.  However,  the 
cost  is  greater,  so  further  study  will 
be  required  before  a  permanent  change  is 
made. 

1962  WORLD  SUGAR  MEETING  IN  MAURITIUS 

The  Maui- sized  Indian  Ocean  island, 
Mauritius,  lying  off  the  coast  of  Mada- 
gascar was  chosen  as  the  site  of  the 
11th  Congress  of  the  International  Soc- 
iety of  Sugar  Cane  Technologists  which 
will  be  held  in  1962.

A  reminder  to  all  Social  Security 
beneficiaries  to  report  promptly  a 
change; of  address  was  given  today  by  Ed- 
ward H,  Ichiyama  of  the  Honolulu  Social 
Security  office,  "VJe  want  you  to  get 
your  checks  as  soon  as  possible,"  said 
Mr.  Ichiyama,  "but  we  need  your  help." 

Besides  giving  the  new  address  to  the 
Social  Security  office,  leave  a  signed 
change  of  address  card  with  the  Post  Of-f 
fice. 

Mr.  Ichiyama  cautioned  beneficiaries 
not  ;  to  rely  on  the  Post  Office"  notice 
alone.  While  the  checks  will  be  for- 
warded for  awhile,  it  will  not  be  done 
indefinitely.  Some  people  put  off  noti- 
fying the  Social . Security  Administration 
about  their;  new  address  until  their 
checks  stop  coming.  Then  there  is  fur- 
ther delay  in  tracing  the  checks.

Since  this  is  the  last  Kahukuan  be- 
fore the  General  -  Election,  I  want  to 
stress  once  more  the  importance  of  ex- 
ercising the  right  to  vote.

KAHUKU  ON  THE  COMMUNICATION  MAP 

by  Gerald  Seaman 

Ralph  E.  Thomas,  Engineer- in- Charge 
of  the  RCA  Communications  Inc.,  trans- 
mitting station  at  Kahuku  is  one  man  who 
has  managed  quite  successfully  to  com- 
bine business  with  pleasure.  Associated 
with  the  RCAC  since  1927  in  various  en- 
gineering capacities,  he  has  devoted  his 
spare  time  during  that  period,  to  ama- 
teur radio  communication  and  to  the 
study  of  wave  propagation.  Some  of  his 
experiments  as  a  result  of  that  study 
have  been  highly  successful,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  has  received  a  number  of  awards 
from  the  national  amateur  communication 
societies  for  pioneering  in  new  communi- 
cation  techniques. 

1955  AMATEUR  RADIO  R^LAY  LMGUE  AWARD 

Among  his  more  recent  honors  was  the 
1955  Amateur  Radio  Relay  League  award 
for  meteor  scatter  experimental  communi- 
cation. This  work  involved  VHF  trans- 
mission beyond  the  line  of  sight  by  re- 
flecting signals  from  the  masses  of 
ionized  gasses  and  microscopic  particles 
left  in  meteor  trails.  The  U.  S.  Army 
Signal  Corps  is  now  using  a  similar  tech- 
nique in  their  "White  Alice"  communica- 
tion  network  to  Alaska. 

1957  "VHF  MAN  OF  THE  YEAR" 

In  1957,  he  was  named  "VHF  Man  of  The 
Year",  by  the  VHF  Midwest  Club,  and  re- 
reived  international  notice  for  estab- 
lishing a  world  record  for  long  distance 
communication  in  the  VHF  band.  On  July 
8th  and  August  18th  of  that  year  he  es- 
tablished two-way  communication  between 
Kahuku,  Hawaii  and  Palos  Verdes  Estates 
in  California,  a  distance  of  2540  miles 
on  a  frequency  of  144  Megacycles.  The 
first  contact  came  after  months  of  pa- 
tient effort  in  maintaining  daily  trans- 
mitting and  listening  schedules  that 
yielded  nothing  but  silence  and  frustra- 
tion;  

SETS  NEW  WORLD'S  RECORD  - 

Last  month  he  did  it  again.  On  June 
22nd,  working  on  the  still  higher  fre- 
quency of  222  Mcs,,  he  again  established 
two-way  VHF  radio  contact  with  his  equalr* 
ly  patient  and  persevering  partner  at 
Palos  Verdes  Estates  in  California,  Mr. 
John  Chambers,  for  a  new  world's  record. 
And  just  to  prove  that  it  was  no  acci- 
dent, on  June  30th  he  and  Chambers  made

a  second  contact  on  the  same  frequency. 
This  time  the  first  contact  was  made  in 
less  than  a  week  after  regular  working 
schedules  had  been  started. 

This  new  world's  record  of  2540  miles 
for  222  Mcs.,  far  outdistances  the  pre- 
vious record  of  740  miles  for  that  fre- 
quency. 

A  better  understanding  of  this  accom- 
plishment may  be  had  by  comparing  it  *<+ 
with  the  more  familiar  television  trans-  25 
mission.  The  highest  frequency  TV  chan- 
nel is  Channel  13  which  is  at  250  Mcs. 
Radio  wave3  at  these  frequencies  travel 
in  straight  lines  only,  and  are  consid- 
ered as  line  of  sight  transmissions. 
There  is  no  "Bending"  at  these  frequen- 
cies, and  a  receiving  point  below  the 
horizon  from  the  transmitter  is  consid- 
ered to  be  out  of  range.  Long  range  com- 
munication at  these  very  high  frequen- 
cies is  believed  to  occur  as  a  result  of 
what  is  known  as  "Ducting" .  High  fre- 
quency du'its  of  paths,  similar  in  opera- 
tion to  the  wave  guides  used,  in  radar 
transmission  are  formed  by  certain  weatti-  -*. 
er  conditions.  The  line  of  separation  3 
between  two  dissimilar  masses  of  gasses, 
air  temperatures,  or  areas  of  moisture 
content  will  produce  a  reflective  sur- 
face for  such  high  frequency  radio  waves. 
When  such  a  layer  or  reflective  surface 
exists  at  the  proper  distance  above  the 
earth's  surface  and  covers  a  sufficient- 
ly vast  area,  signals  may  be  reflected 
or  refracted  for  great  distances.  A 
study  of  the  atmospheric  conditions  pre- 
vailing at  the  time  of  the  contact  be- 
tween Kahuku  and  Palos  Verdes  Estates  in 
California  seem  to  prove  this  theory. 

U.  S.  ARM  SIGNAL  CORPS  INTERESTED 

The  U.  S,  Army  Signal  Corps  has  be- 
come very  much  interested  in  Mr.  Tnomas's 
recent  successful  experiments, 

Ralph  is  now  working  on  the  necessary 
antenna  and  equipment  to  attempt  a  simi- 
lar communication  on  432  Mcs .  The  pa-es-- 
ent  world's  record  for  this  frequency  is 
500  miles.  The  antenna  now  nearing  com- 
pletion for  this  project  may  not  be 
quite  as  imposing  as  the  big  dish  for 
the  Navy's  moon  bounce  station  behind  Ka- 
wela  Bay,  but  is  nevertheless  a  formida- 
ble structure  by  amateur  standards.  In 
fact,  Tommy  might  even  aim.  at  the  moon 
himself  and  give  the  Navy  a  little  com- 
petition.

PLANTATION  OPERATIONS 

Because  cane  yields  are  below7  esti- 
mate, harvesting  operations  are  ahead  of 
schedule.  Planting  on  the  other  hand 
has  fallen  behind  and  there  are  approx- 
imately 220  acres  waiting  to  be  planted. 
In  order  to  get  some  of  this  acreage  in- 
to production,  harvesting  and  grinding 
will  be  suspended  for  two  weeks,  start- 
ing Monday  the  20th,  and  every  effort 
made  to  plant  as  much  of  this  area  as 
possible. 

Other  operations  such  as  weed  control, 
replant,  and  f ertilization  are  on  sche- 
dule. With  the  continued  dry  weather 
irrigation  is  running  at  capacity.  Pump 
5  is  a  major  problem  with  the* salt  con- 
tent of  the  water  the  highest  it's  ever 
been.  Even  with  the  pump  running  only 
a  portion  of  the  week  this  condition 
does  not  improve.  Plans  -to  bring  the 
mill  water  over  are  progressing  but  the 
project  will  not  be  complete  before  the 
first  of  I960. 
■  STRIKE  EFFECT  FELT 

J  Yields  to  date  have  been  more  disap- 
pointing than  we •  had  at  first  anticipa- 
ted. The  effect  of  last  year's  strike 
has  hurt  our  yields  considerably.  The

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KAHUKU  COMMUNITY  COUNCIL 

On  June  29th,  the  Kahuku  Community 
Council  was  treated  to  a  demonstration 
of  the  Civilian  Defense  Disaster  Rescue 
truck.  This  truck  which  is:  based  in  Wa- 
hiawa  for  the  Rural  Area  Command  II  is.  a 
one-man  band  type  of  machine • -  Name  ,  it 
and  this  truck  does  it.  Just  a  few  of. 
the  gadgets  that  go  along  with  it  to  the 
scene  of  disaster  are  gas  cutting  torch- 
es, an  AC  generator  to  power  flood 
lights,  drills,  chain  saws,  stretchers, 
a  resuscitator,  etc. 

Masao  Suzuki,  president  fof  the  Koo-. 
lauloa  Post  #36  of  the  American  Legion 
arranged  to  have  the  truck  brought  to 
Kahuku  for  the  demonstration.  Accom- 
panying the  vehicle  were  Mr.  Theodore 
Bloomer,  G-2  of  RAC  II,  and  Mr.  Hausnick 
who  explained  the  organization  and  func- 
tioning of  the  Disaster  Rescue.  Teams. 
It  is  planned  to  have  trained  crews  in 
each  area  which  will  go  into  action  when 
a  disaster  has  taken  place.  The  truck 
will  be  sent  to  the  scene  of  the  disas- 
ter to  be  operated  by  the  crews  in  that 
area.  In  this  way,  men  will  be  working 
where  they  are  familiar  with  the  people 
and  terrain  concerned. 

Early  in  September  classes  will  be 
held  to  train  personnel  here  at  Kahuku 
so  if  you  are  interested  in  rescue  work, 
keep  your  eyes  opened  for  the  announce- 
ment. There. are  usually  eight  men  to  a 
team  and  there  is  a  vital  need  for  a  com- 
petent electrician  and  gas  torch  cutter 
for  each  crew,

It  has  been  necessary  to  revise  the 
estimate  of  the  total  sugar  we  expect  to 
produce  this  year.  In  making  our  origi- 
nal estimate,  it  was  obvious  that  the 
losses  due  to  the  strike  last  year  would 
carry  over  into  this  crop,  since  our 
cane  cannot  go  through  such  a  long,  dry 
period  without  water.  The  original  es- 
timate was  17,980  tons  of  sugar  which  is 
2000  tons  below  what  we  would  normally 
have  expected.  This  original  estimate 
meant  a  reduction  in  our  income  of  ap- 
proximately $250,000. 

Ever  since  the  middle  of  June,  our 
yields  have  been  even  below  what  we  had 
hoped  to  get.  The  strike  has  hurt  Kahu- 
ku Plantation  much  more  than  it  had  at 
first  appeared. '  Our  present  estimate  is 
16,500  tons  of  sugar,  1480  tons  below 
our  first  estimate  and  3300  tons  or 
^412,000  below  what  we  should  have  re- 
ceived for  this  crop,. 

Based  on  16,500  tons  of  sugar  total 
production,  our  financial  outlook  is 
grim.  Our  indicated  losses  at  this  time 
will  be  about  $208,000. 

As  far  as  the  future  goes,  our  first 
hope  for  any  kind  of  profit  lies  with 
our  1961-  crop  which  is  getting  its  start 
this  year.  If  we  can  produce  what  we 
did  in  1955  when  these  same  fields  gave 
us  a  total  of  20,400  tons  of  sugar  there 
is  a  good  chance  that  the  Plantation  can 
show  some  profit  for  the  year,  but  we 
will  still  be  very  much  in  debt. 

Our  I960  crop,  which  also  has  been 
affected  by  the  strike  by  getting  off  to 
such  a  late  start  is  not  expected  to  be 
as  good  as  even  this  year's.  The  first 
fields  we  harvest  may  be  fairly  good  but 
as  we  progress  to  those  fields  which 
were  harvested  in  the  last  throe  months 
of  the  year,  yields  will  undoubtedly  be 
way  down.  The  average  of  this  crop  will

A  stiike  against  an  agricultural  en- 
terprise, where  care  of  the  crop  is  neg- 
lected, causes  far  reaching  and  irrepa- 
rable damage  which  can  never  be  made  up. 
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OPERATIONS  TO  DATE 

Harvesting  and  grinding  started  again 
after  a  two-week  suspension  during  which 
plowing  and  planting  were  brought  up  to 
date.  With  the  light  cane  tonnage  re- 
sulting from  the  strike,  harvesting  had 
been  consistently  ahead  of  schedule 
leaving  more  and  more  unplanted  area  be- 
hind. During  this  two-week  period, 
Fields  36  and  41A  were  planted  and  a 
good  start  made  in  Field  11.  All  other 
field  operations  were  brought  up  to  sche- 
dule also  and  when  grinding  started 
again  planting  continued  full  scale. 
Field  11  has  been  completed  and  now  only- 
Field  28  remains.  Planting  in  this 
field  will  start  right  away.

It  would  be  interesting  for  some  sci- 
entist to  stand  up  with  a  counter  and 
add  up  the  number  of  tourists  in  buses 
and  taxis  who  drive  through  the  main 
street  of  Kahuku  every  d  ay.  During  the 
summer  months  there  must  be  two  or  three 
hundred  who  look  at  your  main  stree\ 
the  Catholic  Church,  the  plantation  of- 
fice and  the  Kahuku  Super  Market  and 
wonder  what  kind  of  people  live  in  this  ( 
northern-most  town  on  Oahu.  What  do  the 
tour  guides  say  about 'Kahuku  as  they 
drive  through?

"SWIMMER'S.  ITCH" 

"Swimmer's  itch"  caused  by  poisonous 
seaweed  can  usually  be  prevented  by  tho- 
rough bathing  after  a  swiin  in  suspected 
waters. 

The  ..encouraging  statement  comes  from 
Hawaii's  Health  Department  which  points 
out  that  irritation  "from  the  :seaweed 
does  not  usually  happen  if  a  soap-and- 
water  shower  is  taken  within  two  hours 
.after  swimming.  Bathing  suits  should  be 
thoroughly  washed  and  a  shampoo  is  also 
advised.. 

Thei  seaweed,  called  Lyhgbya,  is  most 
irritating'  at  Laie,  It  moderately  is 
harmful  at  Kaaawa  Beach  and  only  slight- 
ly so  in  Kailua,  Waters  -off  Waikiki.  and 
Hanauma  Bay  are  apparently  free  of  the 
seaweed  in  its  poisonous  form.  The  Lyng- 
bya  has  the  peculiar  characteristic  of 
being  poisonous  at  some  locations  and 
non- poisonous  at  others,      -   ... ' 

The  jSeawee^d  is  dark  olive  color  and 
I  is  said  to  look  like  a  hairy  mat , 

Length  of  time  the  seaweed  touches 
the  skin  increases  possibility  of  dis- 
comfort or  blistering. .' Swimming  should 
be  limited  to  two  hours  and  the  shower 
taken  without  delay.  The  seaweed  keeps 
its  irritating  qualities  even  after' it 
dries  out.  For  this  reason,  fish  nets 
and  other  gear  should  be*  washed  off  with 
fresh  water  after  use. 

Health  Department  recommendations  fol- 
lowed studies  made  by  Dr.  Albert  Banner, 
Professor  of  zoology,  University  of  Ha- 
waii. Dr.  Banner,  his  assistant,  Robert 
Morris,  and  representatives  of  state  and 
city  agencies  met  recently  to  consider 
the  problem.

Looking  at  our  Non-Lost  Time  accident 
score  however,  makes  people  wonder  if  we 
are  paying  enough  attention  to  the  work 
habits  and  methods  which  cause'  the. minor 
injuries.  We  have  -  had  B3,  non-lost  time 
accidents.  The  total  non-lost  time  ac- 
cidents for  the  whole  year- in  1956  and 
1957  were  83  and  94  respectively.

Eecause  we  are  expecting  a  long  off- 
season this  year,  we  are  applying  for  a 
Contractor's  license  so  that  we  can  look 
for  work  outside  of  the  Plantation  for 
our  men  and  equipment. 

Leaves  of  absence  to  look  for  work 
outside  the  Plantation  will  be  granted 
provided  the  men  can  be  spared  from  our 
own  work  and  subject  to  certain  provis- 
ions covering  Workmen's  Compensation. 

For  this  year  only,  we  are  changing 
our  policy  on  leaves  outside  the  State 
so  that  anyone  desiring  to  stay  longer 
than  three  months  will  be  given  his  old 
job  back  instead  of  dropping  to  Grade  lf 
provided  he  returns  before  harvesting 
starts. 

Our  tentative, date  for  starting  our 
1960  Crop  will  be  between  the  middle  of 
April  and  the  first  of  May. 


One  subject  that  has  been  under  dis- 
cussion is  that  of  "loan  insurance". 

If  you  are  physically  able  to  perform 
the  usual  duties  of  your  livelihood  at 
the  time  you  make  a  credit  union  loan 
and  you  meet  the  age  qualifications,  you 
may  receive  LOAN  FROTECTION  against  tem- 
porary disability,  permanent  disability 
or  death, 

Ey  paying  an  annual  premium  based  on 
the  amount  of  loans  outstanding  it  is 
possible  that  each  borrower  have  his 
loan  insured  so  that  in  the  event  of 
death  or  disability  the  loan  is  repaid 
by  the  insurance  company.

In  another  week  the  1959-  Crop,  will  be 
through  and  the  off  season  will  begin. 
With  harvesting  scheduled  to  start  again 
in  the  middle  of  April,  the  off  season 
will  be  about  five  and  a  half,  months 
long. 

Naturally  one  of  the  questions  that 
comes  to  everyone's  mind  is  "What  will 
the  work  opportunity  be  during  this  long 
off  season?"  As  yet  no  plan  has  been 
formulated  which  will  .restrict  the 
amount  of  work  offered  by  the  Plantation. 
What  the  work  opportunity  >will  be  will 
depend  on  the  amount  of  productive  work 
we  have  to  do,  the  number » -of  employees 
taking  leaves  of  absence,  and  the  weath- 
er. .  . 

The  1959  Crop  will  be  a  little  more  ■■ 
than  16,500  tons  of  sugar, .which  com- 
pares poorly  with  the  20,000  tons  of 
sugar  that  should  be  expected  from  a 
normal  crop  from  these  same  fields.  The 
difference  is  directly  due  to  the. strike 
and  the  neglect  that  the  fields  suffer- 
ed at  that  time.  The  reduced  production 
means  that  Kahuku  will  show  a  substan- 
tial loss  amounting  to  somewhere  around 
$200,000.  This  loss  will  be  the  second 
highest  that  the  Plantation  has  ever  ex- 
perienced. 

Also  as  a  direct  result  of  the-  strike 
which  caused  a  late  start  of  our  grind- 
ing last  year,  the  I960  Crop  is,  expected 
to  be  below  normal.  With  these  two  bad 
years  facing  the  Company,  whatever  work 
is  done  must  be  carefully  evaluated.  ' 

In  order  to  save  money,  leaves  of  ab- 
sence have  been  offered  to  employees 
seeking  temporary  jobs  off  the.  planta- 
tion. Employees  are  being  allowed  to 
extend  their  leaves  of  absence  out  of 
the  state  for  longer  than  three  months 
without  loss  of  grade.  And  every  oppor-

RELATIVE  TO  MATSUURA 
MAID  TO  PRINCESS  LIKELIKE 

An  interesting,  .story. was  found  in  an 
old  newspaper  clipping,  by  Barbara  Mat- 
suur'a',  concerning  the  cousin  of  her  mat- 
• rrial  grandfather .  . . 

Barbara,  a  K.H.S.  Sophomore  is  the 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kiyoshi  Matsu- 
ura.  Checking  with  relatives,  she  learn- 
ed that  King  Kalakaua  had  once  given  two 
Hawaiian  quarters  to  this  cousin;  one 
was  gone,  but^  the  other  was  Barbara's  if 
she  wanted 'it.  She  did,  and  now  is  its 
proud  owner.  The  story  follows. 

Mrs.  Riyo  Aoki,  an  orphan  from  the 
age  of  seven,  lived  in  Japan.  At  24, 
she  was  married  to  the  man  she  loved  but 
his  parents  had  not  been  pleased  with 
the  orphan,  and  the  wedding  was  annuOed. 

Alone  and  unhappy,  she  joined  the 
first  group  of  Japanese  immigrant  work- 
ers to  Hawaii,  and.  after  a  rough  17-day 
trip  arrived  in  Honolulu. 

She  was  assigned  to  work  in  the  cane- 
fields  at  Hilo  Plantation,  It  was  hard 
work  for  a  woman,  so  she  returned  to 
Honolulu  and  found  employment  as  a  maid 
in  the  Waikiki  home  of  Princess  LikeHke, 
sister  of  King  Kalakaua  and  Liliuokalani, 
and  wife  of  Archibald  S.  Cleghorn. 

She  was  treated  kindly  by  the  prin- 
cess and  later  became  nursemaid  to  the 
Cleghorn^  daughter,  Princess  Kaiulani. 

When  Princess  Likelike  died  in  1887, 
Mrs .  Aoki  married  Seiichi  Kakizawa  who 
worked  for  Samuel  Damon  at  Moanalua, 
They  had  one  daughter. 

In  1902,  an  epidemic  hit  Honolulu  and 
Seiiphi  died,  leaving  hip  wife  to  sup- 


port herself  and  daughter. 

The  daughter  became  the  wife  of  Gen- 
ii chi  Okubo,  but  died  before  her  mother 
did.  Mrs.  Kakizawa  lived  to  be  97  years 
old.

3.  Actively  support  your  Post  Office 
Department  and  communivy  offi- 
cials in  their  efforts  to  help 
bring  this  racket  to  an  end.

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HAWAIIAN  SUGAR  TECHNOLOGISTS 
MEET  IN  HONOLULU  THIS  WEEK

During  this  past  week,  some  of  the 
Supervisors  and  Department  Heads  of  the 
Plantation  have  been  attending  the  Annu- 
al Sugar  Technologists'  Meetings  in  Hon- 
olulu. At  these  meetings  members  of  the 
H.S.T.  listen  to  talks  and  discussions 
by  representatives  of  our  Sugar  Industry 
and  guests  who  are  recognized  as  leaders 
in  their  fields. 

Since  the  H.S.T,  members  from  all  of 
the  other  plantations  in  the  State  are 
also  at  the  meetings,  each  person  attend- 
ing has  an  excellent  chance  to  meet  and 
talk  over  his  problems  with  men  in  the 
same-  type  of  work.  There  has  always 
been  a  great  deal  of  benefit  resulting 
from  sharing  ideas  and  experiences  which 
in  many  instances  have  inspired  new  de- 
velopments and  better  methods  of  opera- 
tion. 

The  Hawaiian  Sugar  Industry  has  had  a 
long  history  of  this  kind  of  cooperation. 
The  Experiment  Station  of  the  H.S.P.A., 
around  which  much  of  these  present  meet- 
ings will  be  c  entered,  is  a  prime  exam- 
ple of  this  pulling  together.  Califor- 
nia and  Hawaiian  Sugar  Refinery  is  an- 
other. 

Members  of  the  Industry  cooperate  and 
help  one  another  since  we  are  not  compet- 
ing with  each  other,  but  are  pooling  our 
sugar  in  an  effort  to  fulfill  the-  quota 
alloted  to  Hawaii  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture, 

Kahuku  Plantation's  portion  of  the 
Total  Hawaiian  Quota  has  been  19,600 
tons.  Our  final  production  of  16,610 
tons  is  an  example  of  the  improvement 
that  is  necessary  if  we  are  going  to  in*- 
sure  our  future,  both  from  the  stand- 
point of  profit  and  the  maintenance  of 
our  position  as  a  supplier  of  sugar  to

SOCIAL  SECURITY  TAX  INCREASE  JAN.  I960 

Beginning  next  year,  3%  will  be  deduc- 
ted from  the  first  $4,800  earned  by  em- 
ployees for  Social  Security. 

This  increase  in  tax  rate  was  written 
into  law  by  Congress  in  mid-1958.  The 
increased  deduction  means  less  "take 
home"  pay  for  all  Kahuku  employees. 

The  company  is  required  to  match  dol- 
lar for  dollar  the  amount  withheld  fi'om 
the  individual's  pay.  Therefore,  the 
total  amount  of  this  tax  in  I960  goes  up 
6  per  cent. 

According  to  law,  the  Social  Security 
tax  rate  will  continue  to  increase  every 
three  years  until  1969;  when  withholding 
and  company  contribution  will  total  9 
per  cent  of  the  payroll,

HEART  TROUBLE 

by  J.  Ronald  Brown,  M.D, 

(Dr.  Ivy  told  me  months  ago  that  he 
thought.  I  should  start  a  program  of  med- 
ical education  for  the  plantation  fami- 
lies, 'and  any  others  interested.  This 
is:  the  first  article.  I  shall  try  to 
have  one  each  month.  In.  January,  .we 
will  start- having  a  monthly  movie  on 
health,  .each  to  be  followed  by  a  discus- 
sion period.) 

OUR  BIGGEST  single  health  problem  to- 
day is'  heart  disease,  which  causes  more 
deaths  than  any  other  type  of  disease. 
Actually,  we  should  say  health  diseases, 
for  several  different  diseases  affect 
the  heart. 

THE  MOST  important  is  the  kind  caused 
by ..  high  blood  pressure.  The  cause  of 
high  blood  pressure  is  not  known,  "except 
for  a  few  special  case's.  The  latest  ev- 
idence seems  to  show  that  the  cause  is 
eating  too  much  salt  for  many  years .  If 
true,  this  explains  why  the  Japanese, 
who;  .'are  light,  intelligent,  eaters,  and 
live  modestly  and  simply,  have  ,  so  much 
high  blood  pressure,  because  they  eat  so 
much  shoyu,' which  has  Lqts  of  salt. 

The  next  kind  is  caused  by  arterios- 
clerosis,, or  "hardening  of  the  arteries". 
Almost  all  elderly  people  have  some  of; 
this,  .  The  cause  seems  to  'be.  eating  too 
much  "saturated  fat"  for  years.  This 
word  "saturated"  is  a  chemical  term,  re- 
ferring to  a  kind  of  fat  which  occurs  in 
solid  fats  and  coconut  oil.  One  of  the 
worst  things  that  can  be  done  is  for. a 
factory  to  take  an  unsaturated. .'  oil,  ;«f 
the'Wesson  Oil  type,  and  put  hydrogen, ic 
it,  t6  turn  it  into  a  solid,  saturated 
fat,  like  shortening.  If  any  arterios- 
clerosis Is  present,  smoking  cigarettes 
makes  the  heart  disease  worse  and  in- 
creases the  number  of  deaths,  .. 
OTHER  HEART  DISEASES: 

Congenital  heart  disease  means  the 
kind  one  is  born  with .  Sometimes  it 
does  not  start  causing  trouble  /until  a 
person  is  fully  grown,  and  soraetjimes 
never  causes  trouble .  The  only  oure  is 
surgery,  and  at  the  present  time,  '  only 


a  few  of  these  can  be  cured  by  surgery. 
However,  much  research  is  being  done 
with  heart- lung  machines  (the  first 
heart- lung  operation  in  Hawaii  was  done 
last  month),  and  I  am  sure  that  in  a  few 
years  many  more  cases  can  be  cured  by  an 
operation.  For  now,  careful  supervision 
by  a  doctor  is  important. 

RHEUMATIC  FEVER  is  the  fourth  import- 
ant kind  of  heart  disease.  This  kind 
occurs  much  oftener  in  cold  climates. 
Not  so  many  years  ago,  most  doctors  in 
Hawaii  said  rheumatic  fever  never  hap- 
pens here,  so  they  never  bothered  tc 
test,  for  it.  We  now  have  several  proven 
cases  in  Kahuku.  Many  cases  of  rheumat- 
ic fever  could  be  prevented  by  proper 
treatment  of  bad  sore  throats,.  There  is 
no. "cure"  for  rheumatic'  fever ,  but  cort- 
isones  control  the  symptoms-,  and,  be- 
tween attacks,  penicillin  can  prevent 
the-  return  of  the  disease.  The  damage 
done  by  past  rheumatic  fever  attacks,  can 
be  cured  by  surgery. 

The  other  kinds  of;  heart  disease  are 
very  uncommon  heref  : 

THE  BASIC  "RULES  for  prevention  of 
heart  disease,  and  for  living  with  it 
when  it  occurs,  are  as  follows1:. 

1.  Keep  healthy,  eat  a good  diet,  and 
get  plenty  of.  rest.  .. 

.  2,.  Go  to  a  doctor  with  any^bad  sore 
throat , 

3.  Get  frequent  health  examinations. 
After  40,  get  a  complete  examination  and. 
a  blood  pressure  check  at  least  once  a 
year. 

4.  Always  avoid  eating  very  much  salt, 
shoyu  or  solid'  fat, 

,5v.  Avoid  .  overeating  and  overweight. 
If  overweight,  reduce, 

6.  If  heart  disease  has  once  cane  of" 
trouble,  most  people  should  never  ea4" 
any  salt,  soda,  shoyu  or  solid  fatv-
